- damaging treatmen-^S^of the DNA, or 

- treatment of cells, 

- lysis and capture of celSLular DNA, 
characterized in that it consists in: 

- causing to act on this dam^^d DNA a composition 
comprising at least one cellular ex\ract or a purified 
protein having at least one activity\:QDr recognizing 
and/or repairing damage, and 

detecting on the damaged DNA, dir'^tly or 
indirectly, the presence of recognition and/or \epair 
proteins of the damage produced. 
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
